According  to  the  Census  taken  in  April,  1951,  the  residerr 
population  of  the  Island  at  that  time  was  28,316,  an  increase  ol 
2,852  (11.2%)  since  the  date  of  the  last  Census  taken  in  1931 
Details  of  the  Census  figures  for  both  1951  and  1931  are  shown  ir 
Table  I.  From  that  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  biggest  increas. 
in  the  inter-censal  period  occurred  in  the  area  of  Sheppey  R.D.  1 
seems  reasonable  to  assume  however  that  a  considerable  proportioi 
of  the  latter  results  from  the  movement  of  Sheerness  residents®! 
the  Rural  area  as  Sheerness  lost  during  the  inter-censal  period  l,10f 

Generally  speaking  the  health  of  the  Island  remained  gooc 
Though  Measles  was  prevalent  in  epidemic  form  this  was  mild  i 
character,  and  there  were  fewer  cases  of  both  Whooping  Coug 
and  Scarlet  Fever  than  in  the  preceding  year.  For  the  third  yea 
in  succession  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

The  Death  Rate  at  10.9  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  th 
lowest  since  1939.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  however  was  not  s 
good,  mainly  due  to  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  mfai 
deaths  in  Sheerness  during  the  year. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Kent  County  Council  scheme  for  tl 
unification  of  water  supplies  under  one  authority  for  the  who 
Island  came  to  nought.  At  present  there  are  four  pumping  statioi 
under  the  control  of  three  local  authorities  and  three  pumpir 
stations  under  the  control  of  a  private  company.  This  undoubted 
leads  to  different  views  as  to  the  treatment  required,  and  tl 
multiplicity  of  small  stations  under  different  authorities  is  bound 
mean  that  each  station  cannot  receive  that  expert  supervision  whi<
